DETAILED ACTION 
Reissue Applications 

1. The reissue oath/declaration filed on 3/6/02 with this application is defective 
because the error which is relied upon to support the reissue application is not an error 
upon which a reissue can be based. See 37 CFR 1.175(a)(1) and MPEP § 1414. The 
oath filed on 3/6/02 failed to state with specificity the error upon which the reissue was 
filed. The error relied by applicant was the failure to provide other attachment structures 
or mechanism that can be used as the structures that are positioned on fixation plates. 
However, applicant did not indicate what structures are being added i.e., pegs and 
clamps. Also the oath must contain a statement that all errors which are being 
corrected in the reissue application up to the time of filing of the oath/declaration arose 
without any deceptive intention on the part of the applicant. See 37 CFR 1.175 and 
MPEP § 1414. 

2. Claims 1-14 and 36-48 are rejected as being based upon a defective reissue 
Oath/Declaration under 35 U.S.C. 251 as set forth above. See 37 CFR 1.175. 

The nature of the defect(s) in the Oath/Declaration is set forth in the discussion 
above in this Office action. 

3. In accordance with 37 CFR 1.175(b)(1), a supplemental reissue oath/declaration 
under 37 CFR 1.175(b)(1) must be received before this reissue application can be 
allowed.

4. Claims 1-14 and 36-48 are rejected as being based upon a defective reissue 
oath/declaration under 35 U.S.C. 251. See 37 CFR 1.175. The nature of the defect is 
set forth above.
